_ A French spokesman said 11 nations accepted the basic 
principle of the proposed CanajJ. users’ association today. But 


mater differences developed over the duties of the organisa- 
ion.

Luns expressed ‘‘agreement in general with the basic principles” 
of the users’ association.
